has  been  responsible  for  bringing 
many  authors  and  poets  to  lick, 
giving  many  students  the  chance  to 
come  in  contact  with  the  new  trends 
in  literature,  in  thanks  for  these  and 
his  many  other  contributions  to  the 
school,  the  class  of  1967  wishes  to 
dedicate  this  yearbook  to  morton 
marcus.
